Hevntta In th« Senate. 


( Enterprise, Nov.6.) 


The Washington correspondent of the 


N«w York Telegram dishes up a bit of 
political gossip to the effect that Elaine 
la considering the possibilities of re- 
moving to the Far West, tempted by a 
.promise of a Senatorial position. 
The 


correspondent says: 
"As a matter of fact, direct overtures 


have been made to him from two States 
to take this step. 
Elaine has nevsr 


been very popular iu the East. 
His 


strength has always been jn the "West. 
The people of that section lika hm dash 
and viin. He would be an idenl west- 
ern Senator. One of these States is 
California. 
Senator Miller'* term ex- 


pires in March 18S7. 


AH of which suggests reflection on a 


subject which is at present engaging 
the thoughts of many peopls in this 
State, and that is whether it in right or 
expedient to select a candidate for 
United States Senator for Nevada from 
among those 
whoso affiliattobs, busi- 


ness or social relations have been with 
the people of California. The answer, 
we think, depends upon a full consider- 
ation of all the circumstances connected 
with each particular cnso. It has been 
aaid that Nevada has nearly always been 
represented in ihe United States Senata 
by non-residents, or more correctly 
•tnted by San Franciscans. But thi» is 
only true in the sense that oar Sen- 
ators have been men whose personal in- 
terests on the Pacific Coast have cover- 
ed so great tin area that they mad* their 
headquarters in the metropolis of the 
Pacific Coast. Our present Senators, 
Jones and Fair, when not engaged ia 
their duties at Washington, are gener- 
ally to be found in San Francisco. The 
late William Sharon, daring his Sen«- 
torial term, was very rarely in Nevada. 
When Senator Nye's term ended he tar- 
Tied a while with us and then went to 
New York where he died. 
Senator 


Stewart, after his term was over prac- 
ticed law for some time in Wnshington, 
and then settled down to the practice 
in San Francisco. But who can deny 
that every one of these gentUmen was 
not bound to Nevada by many ties of a 
business and social character? 
Were 


not oil of them foremost amous; the 
men who helped to lay the foundation 
of this State or to create the industries 
which sustain it? Is it not true that 
Nevada has always been represented in 
Washington by" Nevadtins? So much 
rfor the «tereotypedksnefr that California 
lias four seats in the United Stales Sen- 
ate.This brings up the question whether 
it is good policy for us to rule out of the 
list of candidates big brainy men of na- 
tional reputation, whether they lived in 
Maine or California. The United States 
Senate is the foremost legislative cham- 
ber in the world, and each State should 
endeavor to be represented by men not 
only of mature years, but who rank with 
the most renowned in intellectual _vigor 
and grasp. Nevada needs, in this junct- 
ure, one who can successfully wrestle on 
the floor of the Senate with the strong- 
est equipped man intellectually, a man 
who can in debate enter the lists with 
such expoueuts of Eastern public opin- 
ion as Evarts," Sherman, Edmunds, 
Hawley and Anthony. Let us be candid 
among ourselves about this matter. Who 
ia there among us that is compelled to 
grub for a living in this sparsely settled 
State equal to tbe task of contending (or 
us in such an arena? Ex-Senator Stew- 
art aspires to the honor of again repre- 
senting Nevada in the United States 
Senate. He proved himself a faithful 
and brilliant sir'ant, and when he re- 
tired he naturally located himself in the 
metropolis of the Pacific Coast. What 
•was there f«r a man of his caliber to do 
in Nevada? He understands our peo- 
ple, knows their history from the be- 
ginning and is in full accord with us on 
all those questions which affect or,r in- 
terests. If California, which ia filled 
•with men eminent in law, literature, 
trade, science and politics, seeks to 
•trengthen her influence in the United 
Status Senate by inducing Mr. Blaine to 
represent her in that body, cannot Ne- 
vada afford to ask one of her old-time 
citizens of national reputation to return 
to her from California and champion 
her interests in the Senate? We think 
she can, and that with the momentous 
problems involved in ibe settlement of 
the Chinese and silver questions it is to 
onr interest to do our part in helping to 
make the Senators from the Pacific 
Coast the most influential (croup on tbe 
floor of that Chamber. Therefore let 
Mr. .Stewart enter the canvass on his 
merits and strive for the great prize 
within th» gift of our people, without 
being assailed at the very outset with 
the dog-in-the-manger ory that he is not 
one of us. The door should,, not be 
clapped in tbe face of any man who has 
ever done this State good service. -

Scholars puzzled for years unsuccess- 


fully over the name "California." Yet 
no satisfactory explanation was given. 
Finally, in about the year 1862, Edward 
Everett Hale read an article before the 
American Antiquarian Society as to hia 
discovery of th« derivation of this name, 
which has now been generally accepted. 


He explains that while reading for the 


first time the Spanish romance of the 
"Sergas of Esplandiu" he found in that 
forgotten romance an illusion to "the 
Island of California, very near the Ter- 
restrial Paradise," and he recognized it 
as Ihe true origin of the nuiae Califor- 
nia.Sergas, ch. 157, reads as follows: 
"Know thnt, on the right hand of the 
Indies, there is an island called Califor- 
nia, very near to. tbe Terrestrial Para- 
dine, which was peopled with black 
woman, without any men among them, 
because they were accustomed to live 
after the fashion of Amazons. They 
were of strong and hardened bodies, of 
ardent courage, and of great force. The 
island was the strongest in tbe world, 
from its steep rocks and great cliffs; 
their arms were all gold and so were the 
comparison!* of the wild beasts which 
they rode, after having tamed them; for 
in all the island there is no other metal. 
They lived m oaves very well worked 
out; they had many ships, in which 
they sailed to other purls to carry on 
tbeir forages." This romance is be- 
lieved to have been printed first in the 
year 1510, with successive editions in 
1519, 1521, 1525, and two editions in 
1526, all iu Spanish. 


It if* almost certain that Cortez and 


his followers in 1535, when they dis- 
covered California, must have been ac- 
quainted with this romance; and aa they 
sailed up the west side of Mexico, they 
supposed they were at the "right side of 
the Indies," as Columbus similarly 
thought when he reached San Salvador. 
So that Cortez accordingly gave this 
romantic name to the land of their dis- 
covery, indicative aa It was of their 
belief as to its position, and associated 
as the name was with golden treasure, 
which could but prove a felicitous name 
for the discoverers and a good omen for 
the l»nd itself—although at that time 
no revelation of its goldau sands bad 
been disclosed.

The Subterranean 3l«r»»l off Nevada 


—A Stlval to the Mnmmotto— What 
I fun Keen .Discovered in 
tbe 


Hollow Jjlmwaioue or Jeff Unvla' 
IVutk.

Having seen so many accounts of late 


published in the Chronicle of a cave iu 
Calaveras county, Oal., I thought t 
would send you u description of a cave 
we have in thin SUte. It is situated at 
the foot of Jeff Davis' peak, in Snake 
Valley, in the southeastern part of the 
State, and as far removed from the or- 
dinary lines of communication as it 
could well be. What I shall write will 
be bat a condensed account of the place, 
for were I to-, attempt an accurate and 
detailed description of this series of 
underground galleries 
and halls, I 


should cover a page of the Chronicle. 
The entrance to the cave was first dis- 
covered nine years ago, but little atten- 
tion was paid to it then, as it was 
thought to be but a small cavern. Six 
mouths ago, however, A. Leman, who 
OWDS a large ranch about two miles from 
the cave, determined to explore it. A 
party was made up, ropes, lanterns aud 
ladders taken, and the following extra- 
ordinary discoveries made: The en- 
trance, or first room, was found to be a 
large apartment, reached by descending 
a tweuty-five-foot ladder, and was called 
the dressing-room. Its dimensions are 
40x10 feet. By passing through a 
crevioa iu the rooky side of the room, 
just large enough to admit one person 
at a time, a ledge is reached from which, 
by a second ladder, a descent is made to 
a long and lofty apartment, 40 feet long 
and as many in height, which has bean 
called the room of the ancient gods. 
To the right, as one enters this spacious 
hall, lies a large block of gray lime- 
stone, of a peculiarly oasket-lik* ap- 
pearance, to which bus been given the 
name of the old lady's coffin. 
Opposite 


the entrance rises u towering stalagmite, 
which, extending from the floor to the 
oeiling, reach** a depending stalactite 
and forms a massive pillar that secins to 
support the immense vault. On all 
sides are superb columns, statues, mon- 
uments and other innumerable objects. 


GALLERIES AND PASSAGES. 


The way out of the Boom of the An- 


cient Gods lies through a tunnel of five 
feet in width, which runs in a southerly

direction lor 300 feet. At its further 
luoe Baore(j frotu 
end the tunnel widens into what has 
- - - 


been called the Music Gallery. 
Here 


stands a long row of sheeted stalactites 
of a pale-yellow color, and about fifteen 
feetin height, which, when set vibrating 
by the rubbiug of any rough object 


greater verisimilitude, water drips from 
above them.' AUer traveling through 
still more corridors Coral Boef ia reached. 
This is a projection of about six feet 
square, covered with a profusion of 
"cave pearls" sparkling and translucent 
and in shape very much like coral. 
Passing on the (visitor arrives at tbe 
Oven, a long, low pass or tunnel, abeut 
75 feet long, through which one has to 
creep on "all font." The tunnel rites 
for the next 50 feet sufficiently to allow 
of a stooping postur*. Next comes a 
steep and rocky pass, and then the 
museum. 
This great gallery presents 


a panorama of beautiful scenery, and is 
the finest room yet discovered in the 
cave. It is nearly 75 feet in length, is 
60 feet in width, and rises to as many 
feet in height. To tbe left as one enters 
is th* Grand Cathedral, an enormous 
pile of white stalagmites, 85 fdet in 
circumference, 25 feet in height and sur- 
mounted with a dome of good propor- 
tions. To the right is Solomon's Tern 
pie, a magnificent stalagmiteJcolumD, 
standing ont in bold relief iigaicist a 
shadowy background. To the right of 
this, and resting on a snow bank or 
pediment, of five feet in height, is 
Cleopatra's Needle, a slender shaft of 
alabaster whiteness 
and 
beautifully 


fluted. 
Extending downward for u foot 


and covering its top is a glistening cov- 
ering of frostwork. At tbe foot of the 
monolith is what looks like a huge 
snowball, but which on closer inspection 
proves to be a delicate fern like culoite 
cryital, Covered with a frosting that 
sparkles like a thousand diamonds. 
Words are inadequate to express the 
beauty of this object. 


LAKES AND OEOTTOI3. 


Still further to the right is a retreating 


wall or high bank completely covered 
with flowers, trees and shrubbery of 
miniature size and most delicate tracery. 
In the center of the room is Lake Como, 
a tiny lukelet of very cold and clear 
water. To the left of the Grand Cathe- 
dral is another seeming waterfall which 
has been christened Niagara. It falls 
over a bank of between twenty-five and 
thirty feet in a vast sheet of shining, 
ice-looking stalagmite.' Climbing up 
over another high bank by clinging to 
the stalactitites for support the visitor 
fiuds himself in the Angels' Grotto. 
This is a small nook or bower of about 
•ix feat long and five feet wide, walled 
in ou all sides by wliite stalagmites. The 
floor of this little spot is of icu-like 
stalagmite, while white sheets of sta- 
lactite are draped on all sides in grace- 
ful and artistic folds aa if to keep the 


boxes of specimens to the State Fair at 
Reno, and already the fame of the oavo 
baa brought hundreds of people to th» 
spet from Utah and Eastern Nevada.

Gallery ends at a 


rocky barrier about tan feet high, which, 
being mounted by means of a laddar, 
gives the visitor access to a long nairow 
hallway, which has been called the 
Needle's Eye. This seems to b» only a 
passage over a rock, for at its end an- 
other ladder is found necessary for a 
descant of ten feet. 
At the foot of this 


ladder is found the Bound Boom, a 
large, irregularly shaped appartment, 
handsomely ornamented with stalactites 
of a lovely orange color. A large bowl- 
der of a pale yellow lies in the chamber, 
and greatly resembles a rhinoceros in 
shape. Once more a ladder is called 
into requisition for an upward climb, 
nnd then a network of chambers and 
corridors is reached, all decorated with 
stalactiteo and stalagmites of a variety 
of colors and of an infinity of shapes. 
In one room, for instance, which has 
been called the Furniture room, ore 
hour glasses, tables, chairs, desks and 
pulpits almost perfect in shupe. An- 
other gallery contains folds of stalac- 
tites, like shawls hanging from tbe 
walls. One peculiar fact about the cave 
is that the farther one penetrates, tbe 
whiter and more beautiful grows the 
lime work. Stalactites of a transparent 
whiteness, and looking exactly like 
•ails, bang from the side* and ceilings. 
Table-like projections, covered with 
limestone formations of an opal tint, 
mingled with others of a snowy white- 
ness, are noticeable for tbeir remark- 
able beauty and resemblance to grapes. 
On all sides is.aa intricacy of caverns, 
corridors and chambers branching off 
into the obscure depths of tbe mount- 
Bin, while Uugh masses of stalactittc 
formation loom up far above tbe visi- 
tor's head, looking, in the dusky light, 
like enormous gray and white specters.

apartment there is seen suspended in 
mid-air a huge boulder with no "visible 
means of support," looking in such dan-
